SUBJECT: First Meeting, DDI China Task Force 



1, The first meeting of the China Task Force was held on 13 May 
1966, in the USIB Conference Room, Chairman Sidney Bearman (OCI) 
presiding. In attendance were William Rhodes and Joseph Seng (NPIC), 
John Kerry King (Coordinator for Academic Relations), Robert Farrell 
(ONE), Walter Southard (RS) , Neil Aldrich (ORR), Karl Weber (DD/S5T) , 
George Waggoner (OBI), and Walter Bass (DDI/ISS). 

2. John King asked that all reports on visits to the NDEA China 
Centers be submitted to him so that he may prepare a final report and 
recommendations. He made the following preliminary comments on the 
academic survey: 

Contrary to some fears, the CIA visitors were treated 
well; however, the about 125 professors consulted were 
mainly those who were expected to be friendly; 

There is a shortage of students in the China field, 
especially at the junior, senior and graduate levels; 

Library facilities for research on Modern China are 
thin, even at the best facilities such as Harvard; 

Newer schools and those with recently inaugurated pro- 
grams on China appear to be doing more work on Modern China 
than the older schools and programs; 

With regard to what the Agency should do with respect to 
the Academic world: 

Continue and broaden the type of contacts made 
through these initial visits, utilizing T6& and field 
recruiters for permanent contacts; /PCS
